Athemh, March 8.— The answer of 
Otteoi to the IdeotictJ notes of the 
iwfrflfft wag dkmuMsd M m meeting of 
the osUmI tatA Mpra^ed by King 
Oeorge jrMterday. It la reported that 
the reply is a refusal to recall the (Ireek 
fleet and troops from Crete, on the 
groand that the recall would be n >\jiun\ 
tot pillage, incendioHsm and murder. 
The coiiqdsC* text will not be known 
until it is preseated to the amlMsMdors 
of the powers. 

It is understood that, in addition to 
the ground of refusal to comply because 
of tlie four of pillage, inr-cndlarism and 
murder in Crete, the note points out 
that the Cretans, who alone should be 
regiurded m entitled to determine their 
fate, hai'e declared their nnaltetable 
resolution to be annexed to Greece as 
the only solution tliat will finally pacify 
the island. 

In diplomatic circles it is paid that the 
Greek answer nOLj lead to negotiations 
baaed npon a 'pn^weal for co*operation 
which has been presented by France. 

It is stated that in view of the con- 
templated neffativc reply of Greece to 
the jK>\vers, Kin^ Gi'orfje has sent or- 
ders to Colonel Va-ssos, commanding the 
Greek forces in Crete, to hold all the 
positions now oocnpied by him. The 
king Is still here, and the date of the de- 
parture of the crown prince fdr the 
frontier has not Ikcii fixed. Every ef- 
fort is iiciiig made fn r(ii;( <'iilrat(' (lie 
Greek troops on tiieTurkisli frontier be- 
fore the threatened blockade of the 
tJreek coast can be eftwted. 

Greece is displaying undiMiiiiiwhed 
lirmuesB in her Intention to carry out 
at all co.stH the protfrtim which she has 
mapped ont for herself in regard to 
Crete, while at the same time support- 
ing tne pacific intentions of her ad- 
visers. 

It is stated that Prince Manrocordato, 
the Greek minister at Constantinople, 
has addressed a note to the Turkish 
Kovernment, proposing ip recall the 
QredK troops from the frontiers of Ma- 
cedonia and Albania, if the Turkish 
troops near the Greek frontier are 
simaltaneonsly withdrawn. The porte, 
hovrerer, has not shown any haste to 
accede to this proposal. 

At the same time this note was sent 
to the Turkish goTemment, stringent 
orders were issaed to the commanders 
ef tike 0>«ek tromw in The8r»ly to do 
erecyxbliui posdb^ to avoid anything 
oaioolatea to pnroke a conflict, while 
the hope was expressed to the Tnrkish 
tffloiaui at Oonstantinople that the porte 
weald similar instructions to the 
commanders of the TufJriah troops in 
Macetloina. 

Dispatches sinoo reoelTed here from 
Thessaly indicate that the wishes of 
King George will be carried out. It 
was stated in these messages that al- 
though the Greek troops are animated 
with unabated enthusiasm, nothing will 
be done to needlessly irritate the Turks. 

Xa incident showins this to be the 
case has occurred near Melnn. A Greek 
ottii'er of engineers was cngaf^ed in 
supervising the work of repairing a road 
close; to the frontier and was prevented 
by some Turkish oilicialH from proceed- 
ing with tiie task. The Greeks ha^e 
not taken any action in the matter, al- 
though it is claimed they were well 
within their riglits in proceeding with 
the repairs. 

An the other hand, a dispatch rwoivfed 
here from Canea states that Colonel 
Vassos, who is in conunand of the 
(tn^ek "Army of Occnpation," as it is 
t(>rnu'd at Athens, has received at his 
eanii), near Platania, instructions frcmi 
King tieorge to be i)repared to resist 
coercion to the mil. 

This spirit, whicli pervades all the 
orders sent to the (ireek con^manders in 
Crete is further shown in a Canea dis- 
patch refen-ing to tiie incident wliich 
occurred at Selino Saturday. Heforo 
deciding? to land the mixed detachment 
of marines tlie admirals luJurp.irleyiHl 
for a long time with the tircek com- 
modore, Colonel Vassos and the (ireek 
vice consul. Evasive answers only were 
returned to the admirals, the (ireek 
commodore protesting against the ob- 
stacles Which Euro{)e placed in the way 
cd his action and Colonel Vassos assert- 
ing that he had no authority over the 
ihsurgents Who were investing Helino. 

These replies oonpletl witli the in- 
sistence of the Greek vice consul that 
he would only go to Selino on board u 
Greek warship and in the name of 
King George of (ireeco, compelled the 
foreign admirals, in deference to their 
in.straotions to decide to themselvei de- 
liver the imprisoned Moslems, even if 
thoy bad to use force against the insur- 

feuts or the Greeks in order to do so. 
'hereforea detachment of marines was 
landed at Selino from the foreign war- 
ships and it set ont forthwith for Can- 
dano. a distance of seven miles. 

The Greek vice consul, M. Baraolis, 
therenpOQ informed the admiral that 
the Greek government declined all re- 
spousibllily for what might takeplaOe. 
It is Mid that there are 0,000 Moslems 
besieged At Oandamo, where the earth- 
works of the Turks have been partly 
destroyed by the lire of the insnrsenta, 
many men being killed on both sides. 

Additional .advicea from Crete say 
that the insurgents have farmed a cor- 
don aronn4 Canea, and that yesterday 



evening (lie insurgents adackeii llie 
Turkish poeitions' at Malaxa and Kera- 
tidi, where they attempted to dtistroy 
the blcK-k house with the use of 
dynnrnite. The fighting, howerer. was 
of a desultory nature. 

It is announced that ftOO men of the 
(ireek reaerveswill embark tomorrow 
monang at Oolfn ior Karavasara and 
Arta. .

Though the weather was 
threatening, about 15,(X)0 people wire 
present. They consisted of all classes, 
although workingnien predonlinatt d. 
Six platforms had been erected for the 
acconiiri< dation of the speakers, ami the 
Structures ii-. all cases ilisplayed ( ireek 
fiu;s. 

A resolution was adopted at all the 
platforms, with cheers for Kin;; (ieor>:e 
of Greece, expre^'sing the strongest 
sympathy with the (Cretans in their 
heroic struggle against the intolerable 
tyniuny of the Turk and c mgra. alating 
Greece upon having by her gallant con- 
duct ctlected a deliverance which the 
United powers were unable to achieve. 

The resolution further protested 
against any attempt to ca-ree (ireece 
and demanded that the Manjnis of Sal- 
isbury refuse to put the guns of the 
British fleet to use which would be a 
disgrum and a hunailiation to Great 
Britain. 

While the Hyde Purk meeting was in 
progress, a similar program was being 
carried ont at a massmeeting held in St. 
James Hall, and another took place yes- 
tenday evening in Westminister chapel. 

Kverynne at all the meetings was 
urged to shower' postal cards on tlie 
Muquis of Salisbury on which will be 
written : "JHo mlr tnth Orcecoi" 

A dlsjintoh ncelred here from Bafce- 
loua, Spain, says that 80 delegates of 
the Catalan Home Rule associunous and 
a number Of n^wi^pers hate signed a 
message to the Greek consul, with thp 
re(in«st that it be forwarded to King 
(reorge, expressing the desire of the 
Catalans Jo see Crete united with 
Greece. The message was presented to 
the consul with much ceremony and 
the singing of chorals, etc. The con- 
sul, in thanking the deputation, said 
that the King of Greece would not re- 
cede from the path pointed oat by the 
popular will. 

FIGHTmO JN CRETt. 

ImtiirgruiH Attaek Kerntldl WKh Djrna- 
uilU and Kill SoToral Soldlors. 

Oamii, Maroh 8.->The admirals have 

forward^ to their respective govern- 
ments their suggestions for the coercion 
of Greece. 

The commander of a Russian cruiser 
which has jnst arrived fn)ni Selino re- 
ports that the foreign vessels fireil guns 
tb«re to intimidate tlie insurgents. 

The military governor of Canea Itas 
informed the dra<<oman of tlie Greek 
consulate that onlers have been received 
to fire on the Greek cavass if he leaves 
the consulate. 

The Greeks in the town are menaced 
by the Mnssnlmans populace, and the 
commander of the foreign marines de- 
clines to gtUtoantee The safety of news- 
paper corMepondents who ventnre ont- 
fcide ot Canea. 

The insurgents failed in their en- 
deavors to tatce an entrance into Ma- 
laxa by the use of dynamite at six 
o'ckxsk last evening, but they made a 
breach in the walls at Keratidi, killing 
four soldiers and wounding several. 
The garrison is urgently apiK>aling for 
reinforcements. Skirmishing has been 
going on since yesterday noon on the 
plains outside Cuuea. 

SCHEME OP SETTLEMENT. 

AakiMMmjr to tho Cretans Under a Oreek 
Prteeo PropoMd. 

Lomww, Maieh 8.— There Is no doubt, 
says the Athens correspondent of The 

Times, that if Prince George of Greece 
were placed at the head of an autono- 
mous Crete government, with the title 
of Prince, the whole Greek nation and 
the Cretans would willingly accept the 
proposals of the pomrM and the Ghwek 
troops would be withdrawn. 

"Such a scheme, therefore," says Tho 
Times correspondent, "ought not to be 
r»'jected without the gravest reasons. 
The Cretans are suspicious of the prom- 
ises of Europe and firmly believe that 
there is no other course .)peu than union 
with (ireece or Turkish rule ; but, 
doubtless, if n choice were ofTerofl to 
them, their preference would be for 
autonomy under a Greek prince."

MORI TR OUBLE F OR SPAIN. 

Japan Covt-t* Sevenil IhIhikIh BelonglOB 
to S|iHln hi Siiiitli seas. 

San Pr.\\cis( i>, March 8. — The 
schooner Vine brings news from tho 
( aroUne islands, which belong to Spain. 
The natives on the Buk islands are al- 
most all cannibols. A nnmber of .Tapa- 
nesc triitli rs have rei-entlv estab)ishe<l a 
prosperous business with the more 
peaceable islanders, but when they at- 
tempt to go inland they have been 
fiercely opposed. Just before the Vine 
left the Carolines a dozen or more Japa- 
nese traders were massacred by the 
islanders without provo<'jition. The re- 
niiiiniiig traders sent tlie news to the 
■lapanese government and have asked 
for a war vessel to subjugate the inhab- 
itants of the Spanish islands. 

The general belief was that a war 
would follow, as the ,Iai)aiiese covet tlu' 
islands and are generally undeisfood to 
be desirous of having colonies through- 
out the South seas. It is surmised that 
Jaiian would attempt to sut.ju;,'ate the 
islundtt and colonize them, irrespective 
of Spain.

Japaneae Alloya. 

It is said that a number of Japanese 
n'cijK'H for the milking of alloy.s which 
huve hitherto been kept a close secret 
have been revealed by workmen engaged 
in making them. Among thealt is the 
shadko, an alloy of copper and from 1 
to 10 percent of gold. This, when placed 
in a mordunt of sulphate of copper, 
alum mid vt rditiris assumes the cop- 
pered or blue black hue of sword sheaths 
and decoriitivo articles. Gnisbi-bnicbi 
is a copper alloy with 80 or 60 per cent 
of silver, of tbe well known gray color. 
Mokome is a compound of several alloys. 
Aboat SO plates or foils of gold, shadko 
copper, silver ;iiicl tlie la.st luentioued 
iilloy are soldered together. In this holes 
are made, tbe plute is hammered cut 
and put into the mordant. The finest 
Japanese brassy sinohn, ia given as con 
aiatingof ten parts copper Mid five of 
sine. The bell metal karakaue ia made 
out of 10 parts of copper, 4 of tin, OOe-

Harry Ewing, who shot and killed 
Isaac Orifl|th «arly Satarday morning at 
the lattor'a home a tow milca below Ab- 
erdeen, waa taken to GeorKetown Satur- 
day afternoon, where he will be Riven hia 
preliminary tnal to-day. The partioa- 
lan o( the tragedy as told by Milaa Helm, 
an eye witness, are as follows: 

Ewing, who wai assistioff in gatherinR 
up logs belonging to Crane Bros, of Cin- 
cinnati, stopped near Mr. Griffith's home, 
and after paying Mr. Helms for catching 
one of their logs came np to see Griffith. 
While in conversation Griffith asked 
Ewing why he did not get all their logn 
at Aberdeen. Ewing replied, " we did." 
Griffith then bet him 80 Mnta they did 
not, and Helms' was asked to hold the 
stakes. 

Griffith then told him of a certain log 

they did not get at Al)pnleen, ami Fwinj? 
told biin the reason tbey did not take 
that certain log was because it was not 
one of their logs. Ewing then requested 
the stakeholder to turn over the money 
to him as he had won the bet. Griffith 
protested and told Helms not to pay over 
the money to Ewing as he had' not won. 

Ewing then demanded the money from 
Helms, but he gave each back the own 
money. Ewing and Griffith had some 
words, when Griffith stooped down to 
pick op a chunk of ^'ood. Ewing, who 
was ^thin three or four feet of him, 
pulled a revolver from his pocket and 
fired. The bullet struck Griffith, who 
sank to the ground. 

After being shot Griffith drew his own 
rwolver from his pocket and fired at Ew- 
ing, who was then running for the river. 
The shot, however, did not take effect. 

Mr. Helms, after seeing Griffith shot, 
drew his weapon and would have shot at 
Ewing, but bis revolver for some reason, 
would not work, and Ewing and his party 
rowed across the river to the Kentncky 
shore. 

Griffith was thirty-one years of age and 

leaves a wife and five smiill children. He 
was a member of the Knights of Pythias 
and was buried Sunday by the order.

In one of her lectures on cooking Mief 
Annie Barrows spokeof fruit soups, which 

are (jniet common in forfi/n conntri«s 
particularly in Sweden. They are ap- 
petizing and healthful, and uflTer a pleas- 
ing variety from those common to tlic 
American bill of fare. The one Hhe made 
for purposes uf illn.'«tration was delicioup. 
For it she took one tablespnonful of raw 
rice, three whole cloves and one cuptui 
of dried apricots which had been thor- 
oughly soaked. To these was added 
three pints of water. This mixture wm 
cooked for about an hour; thtii it was 
rubbed through a sieve, and aiterward 
half a teaspoonful of ssit snd a table 
spoonful of sugar were added. The cea 
soning. Miss Barrows explained, would 
depend upon the fruit. Apples, being 
much more acid, naturallv would re<iuire 
considerable more su^Hrthan the amount 
used .for apricots.
